were Named for much of the delay i 
the government -shipbuilding 
by -Raymond B. Stevens, vice chair- 
man of the shipping board, testifying 
Wednesday- in the senate commerce 
committee's Investigation. 


Since tlio United Stales went to war 


Mr. Stevens paid, shipyards have lost a 
tolal of 53C.S32 working clays by strikes 
and other disputes. This, lie flgui-oj, 
represents the work of 20,000 men fer 
a inonth. Happily, said Mr. Stevens, 
the situation Is improving by reason 
of measures taken by the board to ad- 
just differences whenever they arise.- 


Senators look a lively interest In the 


story of the labor situation and the 
inquiry turned to the whole subject of 
labor and its position during the war. 
Questions as to the .wisdom of. lon- 
scrlption of labor for shipbuilding ,ind 
other government work drew irom -Mr. 
Stevens emphatic opposition to 
any 


attempt to force civilians to work un- 
der prescribed conditions and the gov- 
ernment fixed wages.
